During the past two
weeks three herds have beean
brought to my attention which were
too far gone to save by vacelnation,
In all of these the owners thought
that their hogs were suffering from
some minor allment and did not dis-
rover the mistake until the entire
herd was Infected. On most farms
the hog crop is the only way out of
the finaneial troubles. Why not
insure this one profitable Industry?
It is time that these remarks apply
more to certain parts of the eounty
than others, but at the rate the dis-
ease Is spreading it may yet reach all,
